MINNEAPOLIS BONDS, 


SHE HAS ABOUT AS MANY OF THEM ON 
HER HANDS AS SHE CAN AFFORD. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 8.—([Special.J— 
The recent agitation of the question of the 
city issuing $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 bonds for 
the purchase of an exposition site has brought 
into prominence the question of the size of the 
city’s present bonded debt and its proximity 
to the 5 per cent limit. The existing city in- 
debtedness embraces three classes of bonds— 
city bonds (issued by the Council), Park Com- 
mission, and Board of Education—divided as 
follows: City bonds, $2.575,000; park bonds, 
$425,000; school bonds, $31,000; total, 88,081. 
000. The above statement embraces all 
the bonds actually outstanding, but at the last 
session of the Legisiature others were autbor- 
ized for specific purposes, as follows: Stone 
arch bridge, $180,000; public library, $100,000; 
water-works and tunnel, $150,000; railway 
crossings, $48,050; parks, $130,000; total, $608,- 
000. To this may be added a school-district 
indebueédness assumed by the city when the 
rritory was incorporated, amounting to 
making the total bonded indebtedness 
Old bonds, $3,031,000; new issue 
authorized, $608,000; school aistrict, $75,000; 
total, $3,714,000. The total valuation of taxa- 
bie property, including the additions made in 
1885, is $77,468,265, and 5 per cent on this 
amount is $3,873,413, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $159,413 on the right side of the 5 
per cent limit. 


A MAYOR OF NERVE, 


BUFFALO'S CHIEF EXECUTIVE LAYS DOWN 
THE LAW TO A NUMBER OF HIS SUBORDI- 
NATES. 

BUrraco, N. T., Jan. 8.—[Spectal.]—Phihp 
Beoker, the new Mayor of this city, is shaking 
up the old bones in the Municipal Government, 
and proposes to see that reform is instituted 
in the several departments. Today be lectured 
the various depsrtment heads, insisting that 
strict attention should be paid to details. He 
also notified them that he should strictly en- 
force the civil-service rules. Later Mayor 
Becker gavé the Police Justices a severe 
talking to. He warned them that they must 
not be seen in gambling-houses day or night. 
This admonition was due to the fact that two 
Justices have been addicted to the habit, the 
result being that one is now residing in Canada 
and the other has been suspended several 
times. The latter, John W. Wood, was reap- 


pointed today. The Mayor warned bim that a 
repetition of his offense would result in sus- 


pension and impeachment. 
THE NEGRO EXODUS. 


NO APPARENT DIMINUTION IN THE DEPOP- 
ULATION OF NORTH CAROLINA BY THE 
COLORED PEOPLE. 

RALNIOR, N. C., Jan. 8.—|[Special.]—The ex- 
odus of negroes from the southern tier of 
counties continues. Most of them go to Kan- 
sas. Those who bave left Richmond and An- 
son. Counties since November are reliably 
stated to bave numbered not less than 3,000, 
Planters have made it too hot for emigrant 
agents, but the work is carried on through the 
ald of colored emissaries. Farmers, however, 
are now aiding the exodus, aiming to clear the 
farms entirely of colored labor and to fill the 
vacapcies with New Engiand farmers, of whom, 
it is said, large numbers are ready to come ag 
soon as assured that they will not be brought 
into contact with colored labor. From one 
station, Laurenberg, Richmond County, 521 
tickets were in sixty days sold to colored men 
who were heads of families. It is estimated 
that 2.000 men, women, and children have left 
that county alone. Those now departing either 
to Kansas or Arkansas go to stay. 


AN INSUKANCE WAR. 


COMMISSIONER SPOONER OF WISCONSIN EN- 
DEAVOHKING TO BRING NEGLIGENT COM- 
PANIES TO TIME. 

Maptsox. Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.}—Insur- 
ance Commissioner Spooner today commenced 
suite against the following insurance compa- 
nies, which have been doing business in this 
State without a State license, as required by 
law: The Fargo of Dakota, Mechanics’ & 
Traders’ and Germania of New Orleans, Na- 
tional Mutual of Kansas, Anglo-American 
Washington, and Monarch of lowa. Jud 
against these companies, together with about 
twenty-five others, was entered by default in 
the courts of this State last summer, and the 
present actions are prosecutions of such judg- 
ments im the courts of the respective States. 
It is contemplated that this will increase the 
revenues of the State about $300,000, the pen- 

pany being $500 a month,

| A BLIZZARD'S BLASTS. 


The Present Storm One of Unprec- 
ted Area and the Most 
Extreme Frigidity. 


Railroad Trains Blockaded by Great 
Snow-Drifts—A Number of 
Casualties Reported, 


Even the Gulf States Do Not Escape the 
White and Freezing Visita- 
tion. 


Sr. Pat., Minn.,. Jan. 8.—[Special.]—At 6 
o'clock tonight the thermometer registered 18° 
below and was still going down. Tue wind has 
blown a gale all day from the north. Tue re- 
ports from the Northern Pacific show from 25° 
to 37° below in Dakota and Montana. The 
storm has abated on this line ana trains are 
running fairly well. The mercury at Giendive 
is 37° below; at Fargo, 80°; in Minnesota 16° to 
22°; while in Western Montana it is 10° above. 

The Omaha reports are to the effect that the 
snow is blowing so violently on the Nebraska 
Division that orders have gone forth abandon- 
ing all trams until after the wind and conse- 
guent drifting cease. On the Sioux City Divis- 
sion the thermometer stands at 30° below, and 
the wind is drifting the snow. At Omaha it is 
25° below, and a violent wind is blowing. At 
Marrilan Junction, on the Eastern Divis- 
sion, it is 16° above, while at Ham- 
mond itis 9° below. The mercury on the 
Duluth Road averages about 10° below, with 
quite a snow-storm at Duluth. The Minnesota 
& Northwestern reports snow all along its line, 
and that the Illinois Central is biockaded. The 
storm has confined itself to Southern Minneso- 
ta, Southern Dakota, Nebraska, and part of 
Iowa. The trains on all the roads traversing 
that section of the country have been aban- 
doned altogether, and no attempt will be made 
to start them until after the storm is over. 

At St. Vincent, Mion, the mercury marks 48° 
below zero—the coldest weather reported thus 
far. 

Dororn, Minn., Jan. 6.— [Special. — The 
most severe snow-storm of the winter is ra- 
ging at present. A heavy northwest wind com- 
menced blowing about noon and increasing in 
Velocity so that now it is blowing a perfect 
gaie. The mercury fell from 20° above zero at 
noon down to 10° below, where it is now. 
Trains on all roads have been delayed.

TORONTO, Ont., Jan. 8.—The weather through- 
out Canada is very cold, the thermometer 
ranging from 30° to 40° below zero.

THE SNOW STORM IN THE CITY. 

A light, driving snowstorm came upon the 
city suortly after 9 o'clock yesterday morning, 
and continued throughout the day, gradually 
increasing in density as the bours wore on. 
The high northeast wind prevailing, tearing the 
flakes to shreds as they fell, sent the feathery 
fragments in blinding showers into the eyes 
and teeth of pedestrians moving against the 
breeze, rendering a journey in any but a west- 
erly or southwesterly direction anything but 
pleasant. The powerful gusts generally swept 
the centre of the roadways clear, forming drifts 
along the ourbstone into which unwary foot- 


passengers occasionally stumbled. The fall 


was too insignificant to affect suburban rail- 
road traffic, all of the trains arriving on time, 
with the exception of two on the Illinois Cen- 
trail, the exposed condition of which renders it 
peculiarly liable to inconvenience from such 
visitations. 

The temperature, as observed by Manasse, 
TRIBUNE Building, was as follows: 8 a. m., 21° 
above zero; 10 a. m., 22°; 3 p. m., 22°; 6 p. m., 
21°. Barometer, 8 a. m., 29.36; 6 p. m., 29.18. 
~~ Tho storm was central in the Ohio Valley last 
night and moving slowly northeastward, being 
attended by high winds and snow, which was 
generally reported in the Ohio Valley. Missis- 
sippi Valley from Cairo to St. Paul, and in the 
Upper and Lower Lake regions. The storm 
area was followed by an extensive area of high 
barometer, covering all the region west of the 
Mississippi, where the temperature ranged 
from 4° below zero in Arkansas to 35° below in 
Minnesota. The signal officer said the storm 
would continue in the Lake region today, and 
be followed by extremely coid weather Sunday. 
About two inches of snow had fallen in Chica- 
go up to 9 o'clock, and the indications then 
were that there would be a heavy fall through 
the Lake region. 

The snow was light and dry, and the wind, 
which was blowing fourteen miles an hour, 
blew a considerable quantity in spots on the 
car tracks, but travel was not interfered with 
to any extent on any of the lines. As soon as 
the tracks were covered the sweepers and 
plows came out, and after they 4ad goue over 
the roads the cars made about their usual time. 
The starters said there would de no trouble 
anywhere unless the snow became wet and 
heavy.

Sharp Words Exchanged by the Ver- 
mont Icicle and Crities of His 
Pet Scheme. 


Several Senators Found Who Defend the 
Latter-Day Zaints— The Text of 
the Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—(Special.}—In 
the Senate today, outside of matters local to 
the District of Columbia, the Edmunds Anti- 
Polygamy bill was about the only topic of in- 
terest. The Vermont Senator, after several 
sharp passages with the members who pre- 
sumed to criticise his pet measure, forced it 
to passage late in the afternoon. Mr. Ed- 
munds created some merriment on rising to 
speak on one of the amendments offered yes- 
terday. Looking about him and ‘finding com- 
paratively few Republicans in their seats, he 
said: 

“As hardly any of the ‘friends of human 

liberty’ are in the Senate I will address my- 
self to the ‘reform’ men.“ 
_ After some debate Mr. Brown's amendment, 
offered yesterday, which was to strike out the 
words that would compe! the lawtul husband 
or wife of the accused to testify, was rejected 
—yeas II. nays 42—-and the compuisory pro- 
vision was therefore retained in the bill. 

Mr. Morgan again called attention to the 
twelfth section, which provides for fourteen 
trustees to administer the property or busi- 
ness affairs ana operations of the corporation 
known as The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-Vay Saints.” He wanted to know what 
tneir duties were to be and why the bill was 
Silent asto their salaries. He demanded an 
ans wer from his fellow-members of the Judi- 
clary Committee. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that 
bave an answer. 

Mr. Morgan saw no autbority in Congress to 
appoint trustees to manage a church business. 
He characterized such trustees as mugwump 
Mormons.” They would be occupied necessa- 
rily, be said, in promoting Mormonism—as 
he interpreted the bill under consideration— 
for they were to exercise all the powers grant- 
ed by the Territoriai laws creating the corpora- 
tion. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that they had nothing 
whatever to do with church matters or matters 
of faith, but only with property—to see that the 
church moneyé, which were enormous, were, 
not applied to, the propagation of polygamy. 
Not one-quarter of the Mormons, as Mr. Ed- 
munds understood, believed in polygamy. 

Mr. Teller inquired if the Mormon Church 
moneys were now applied ilegaliy—that is, in 
violation of the charter of that church. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that he believed they 
were. 

Mr. Teller asked how. 

Mr. Edmunds answered: “They are used 
for the purpose of inducing and securing immi- 
gration that may contribute to the lusts of 
those vagabonds.” 

Mr. Maxey supported the bill. He held that 
Mormonism was a mere cover for licentious- 
ness. He thought the Judiciary Committee had 
discriminated with great skill be:ween religious 
liberty and secular license. , 

Mr. Call said we owed our Tibertiés to free 
dom of speech and worship. We were depart- 
ing from that ground when we passed such a 
bill as that under consideration. The Mormon 
had as much right to prociaim his faith as 
„the distinguished man who denies the divin- 
ity of Christ. The reason why Mormonism 
had become so successful, he thought, was 
because of its great activity as a secular or- 
ganization. It had gone abroad over the earth 
and drawn people from musery and poverty 
and brought them toa land ot plenty. It was 
no wonder that under such circumstances it 
had become successful. But those people 
could now be brought under the influence of 
the Christian religion. The ministrations of 
that religion were sufficient to conquer Mor- 
monism, and would do so more completely and 
happily than the bill before the Senate could. 

THE FINAL VOTE. 

Some amendments offered by Mr. Call were 
voted down. 

As the bill was about to be brougbt to a vote 
Mr. Morgan said its friends seemed determined 
to press it without giviig its opponents a 
chance to study it. He again inquired as to 
the salaries which the Commissioners were to 
have. He did not want to send fourteen men 
out to Utah to “loot” the Mormon Church. 
He bad announced his determination to wipe 
this church out and leave nothing of it but a 
name and an unholy memory, but had been 
met by a proposition in this bill to perpetuate 
the church. 

While the bill was on final passage Mr. Van 
Wyck endeavored to fix the duties of the pro- 
posed fourteen trustees upon the members of 
the present Utah Commission, but was ruled 
out of order. He asked Mr. Edmunds whetner 
be had any objection to such an amendment, 
to which that Senator answered that he bad.

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MR. STORRS’ LIFE POLICY. 

AN INSURANCE PAPER’S ATTACK ON THE 
CHICAGO BAR—CHARGING BLACKMAIL. 
The last iesue of the Spectator, an insurance 

journal published in New Yor, contains the 

following: 

The Chicago bar has not added to its reputation 
by its recent biackmailing raid on the Equitable 
IAfe Assurance Society of this city in behalf of the 
widow of one of its deceased members, Emery A. 
Storrs. That notoriously improvident individual 
left his family almost destitute, and a subscription 
— hap hn among his associates and admirers to 

e provision for them. But among his papers 

was found a policy of insurance for $20,000 in the 
Bquitabie, issued on his application and agreement 
to pay the first year’s premium. He never paid 
the premium, however, and, of course, the contract 
not have been completed, was not binding on the 
company. Some of the legal fraternity of Chicago, 
however, took the matter in hand, and, by threat- 
ening to bring suit, induced the company to pay 
$10,000 in settlement of this fraudulent claim—in 
other words, these representatives of law and 
justice biackmailed the company to that extent. 
To have engaged in litigation with these cormo- 
rants would have been an expensive and impolitic 
luxury, so the company concluded the easiest way 
to get out of the scrape was to pay the money. No 
claim was made that the defunct lawyer had paid 
for the policy, or had any rights thereunder, but 
simply that having possession of the policy the 
blackmailers had a technical right to assume that 
it was paid for and a contract in force. A clearer 
case of *tbuildozing”’ on the part of the legal 
fraternity bas seldom been made public. 

As is known, Mr. W. C. Goudy and Mr. J. L. 
High were the attorneys who assumed the care 
of Mrs. Storrs’ interests in connection with the 
policy referred to. Mr. Goudy is at present in 
Springfield. Mr. High, when shown the item, 
swiled quietly as he returned it to the reporter, 
with the information that he had nothing what- 
ever to say upon the subject. 

Mr. W. S. Elliott, a former partner of the 
deceased attorney, said: 

„One could scarcely expect anything elee 
from a journal published in the interests of 
insurance companies. My. opinion, although 
I had nothing whatever to do with the threat- 
ened suit against the Equitable, or with the 
policy in any way, is that the ciaim 
was a perfectly just and should 
have been paid in full. Henry 
Greenebaum was the solicitor, I think, who 
secured Mr. Storrs’ consent to take out the 
policy, and be worried Storrs week after week 
until that consent was gained. Greenebaum 
then left for Europe, and the task of collect- 
ing the premium from Mr. Storrs was left to 
Mr. O. P. Curran, who, I believe, is the com- 
pany’s agent here. Mr. Curran called very 
frequentiy, but you know how Mr. Storrs met 
such matters. He generally anticipated the 
payment of some big fee from some ot his 
cases and told Curran if he would ‘come in 
next Tuesday,’ or perhaps ‘next Friday,’ he 
would have more than enough to pay bim. 
Well, Tuesday or Friday would come, and 
Storrs in this particular instance always hap- 
penedto be disappointed in nis expectations. 
The case hadn't been settied, or the 
fee had not been paid, or some 
other excuse was given. Meanwhile Storrs 
had the policy in his possession, which in itself 
was @reveiptfor the premium as the case 
stood. Curran kept calling and Storrs contin- 
ued to put him off, until fnally the latter died 
with the premium unpaid. It was simply an 
instance where Mr. Storrs’ finesse in such mat- 
ters bad caused the insurance agent to be lax 
in bis duties, for bad the Equitable Insurance 
Company notified Mr. Storrs in writing, and 
kept a copy of their notification, that because 
of ron-payment of dues they had seen fit to 
cancel the policy they need never have paid a 
cept of the loss, and they could not have been 
compelied to. Once before, Storrs through 
Greenebaum, I think, took out a policy in the | 
same company for $10,000, and that 
was canceled because the premium bad 
not been paid. Notwithstanding this 
fact the company permitted the matter 
to drift alone in the second . policy 
until they got caught. The item speaks of 
blackmailing upon the part of the representa- 
tives of law and justice who undertook the 
case against the company. The company em- 
ploy good legal advisers, and it hardly looks 
reasonable, does it, that they would quietly 
consent to being ‘ blackmailed’ out of $10,000? 
After Mr. Storrs’ death the company came 
here and offered to settle for $1,000. This of 
course was refused, and finally, with a great 
show of charity, the company deciared their in- 
tention of making Mrs. Storrs a Christmas 
present of $10,000. They could have been 
made to pay her the entire $20,000, and I look 
upon their failure to do so as a simple robbery 
upon their part of the unpaid balance of the 
claim. The value of the premium was about 
$900, or something over, so that they really 
paid to Mrs. Storrs about $11,000. The repre- 
sentatives of law and justice who conducted 
the case should have blackmalled the com- 
pany for just $10,000 more than they did.”

A YOUNG WOMAN WHO TRIES TO COMMIT 
SUICIDE IN JEFFERSON PARK TELLS HER 
STORY TO A REPORTER. 

At early dawn yesterday as Henry Lamson, 

a mechanic living at No. 134 Green street, was 
passing through Jefferson Park on his way to 
work he saw a woman pacing up and down on 
the ice which covered the pond in the park. 
He was attracted to her still more by the way 
in which she waved her arms about He 
stopped on the bridge and watched her. After 
going back and forth several times, always 
with her eyes cast down as if in search of some- 
thing, the woman deliberately lay down and 
remained motioniess. Lamson then concluded 
that it was the intention of the mysterious 
female to commit suicide and he approached 
her. When he bent over ber and spoke she 
half arose and stared at him in a dazed way. 
She was seen to be quite young, not more than 
19 years old, and her clothing was of good ma- 
terial and ampie in quantity. Her talk was 
disjointed and hysterical, and seemed to imply 
troubie with some one named Frank. Lamson, 
after considerable persuasion, induced the girl 
to accompany him te Madison street, where he 
took her into a drug store and gave her a stim- 
viant. She refused to allow Lamson to see 
ber nome, but for fear that in ber nervous 
condition she might again make some attempt 
toend her life he cailed an officer, and, in- 
forming him of the circumstances, left her in 
his care. The policeman’s story is to the et- 
fect that the girl begged him piteously to be 
let go home alone. It was near by, she said, 
and it would not take her a minute. Together 
they went to No. 474 West Madison street, 
which is ina block of flats between Throop 
and Loomis streets. The giri stepped into the 
doorway of the above number and the officer 
turned away, but a moment later, happening 
to look back, he saw her come out again and 
walk rapidly to Loomis street, where she 
turned the corner and went towards Jefferson 
Park again. He followed and arrested her. 
Finding herself once more in danger ef being 
locked up, in answer to questions by the officer 
she stated that her name was Alice 
Hetherton and that she lived at No. 588 West 
Fourteenth street. Sbe was taken there and 
delivered to ber friends. Yesterday afternoon 
she was seen, and in reply to a question said it 
was ber intention to commit suicide when found 
in the park. She had come from Michigan three 
weeks ago with a young man who was not ber 
husband but with whom sabe lived. He had 
promised to marry ber, but a week ago, under 
pretext of going to Pullman to search for 
work, he bad gone and never came back. Sue 
remained at the bouse where they bad rented 
aroom until ber small store of money gave 
out, and then there seemed only one thing to 
do to hide her shame. She had become par- 
tially demented in thinkmg over ber wrongs 
and had gone out early with the intention of 
finding the lake, but had wandered into the 
little park. The people who learned of her 
trouble yesterday made up a small purse for 
her, and an effort will be made today to send 
her to her home in Van Buren County, Michi- 
gan, where ber father is a farmer and a man 
of some position in the county. 


INSULTING WOMEN. 

QUEER AMUSEMENT OF A MAN ON STATE 
STREET—A DRUNKEN BARBER’S ASSAULT 
ON A WOMAN. 

Wednesday evening while walking north on 
State street the attention of a TRIBUNE re- 
porter was directed to a well-dressed portly in- 
dividual in front of him who bad the appear- 
ance of being under the influence of liquor. 
The man staggered along the pavement and at 
the corner of State and Madison streets ran into 
a young woman, nearly knocking her down. 
Without stopping to apologize he staggered on 
and afew steps further came in contact with 
another woman, with similar results. The 
sidewalk was thronged with men, women, and 
children, and the reporter noticed that the 
man steered clear of the male pedestrians, 
singling out as his victims well-dressed 
women. In the short space of two blocks 
the ruffian repeated his assault on tweive dif- 
ferent women, and just before reaching Ran- 
dolph street staggered across the entire breadth 
of the sidewalk in order to run against an old, 
white-hairead woman. She would have been 
buried to the sidewalk had not the reporter 
caught her. Satisfied that the man ought to 
be locked up, the reporter started for an of- 
cer, but the only one in sight was trying to 
clear a blockade on the crossing and could not 
leave his post. Inthe meantime the insolent 
cur evidently understood the reporter's inten- 
tion, as he turned off on Randoiph street and 
ran as fast as bis legs would carry him. Sub- 
sequentiy the reporter told Lieut. Hub- 
bard at Central Station of what he 
had seen, and the police belonging to his com- 
mand were instructed to look out for the fel- 
low. Yesterday afternoon Officer P. J. Joyce 
saw a man run into a woman on La Salle street 
and followed him. At the corner of La Salle 
and Washington he encountered a handsome, 
elegantiy-dressed woman. His assault on her 
was extremely brutal, and he wound up by 
throwing his arm around her neck ana trying 
to kiss her. The woman screamed and the man 
started to run, when Officer Joyce captured him 
and brought bim into the station. The man 
was drunk, and gave bis name as John Conkel, 
saying that he was a barber. Although of sim- 
ilar build and appearance, he is not the man

GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS. 

THE WORK OF THE. CARRIERS YOR THE 
YEAR—POST-OFFICE QUARTERLY REPORT 
—LATE MAILS. : 
The annual report of Superintendent of 

Carriers for the year ending Dec. 31, 1885, 

shows that during the year there was an aver- 

age of 332 carriers employed, who made an av- 
erage of 977 delivery and 875 collection trips 
daily. There were 448,370 registered letters, 

56,074,126 mail letters, 18,194,964 local letters, 

11,312,072 mail postal cards, 17,103,358 local 

postal cards, and 22,338,719 newspapers deliv- 

ered, and 57,558,050 letters, 22,225,809 postal 
cards, and 21,763,938 newspapers collected. 

The total postage on local matter delivered 

through the boxes, general delivery, and by 

carrier was $469,194, and 154,894 letters were 
returned to the office. 

The report of receipts and expenses at the 
Post-Office for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 
1885, was forwarded to Washington last night. 
The receipts included for second-class matter 
$27,875; box rent, $1,205; stock, such as 
stamps, hewspaper-wrappers, postal-cards, etc., 
$567,467. Disbursements: Current expenses, 
$5,568; contingent expenses, bag repair shops, 
payment of clerks, etc., $62,295; clerks’ pay- 
roll, $100,388; letter-carriers’ pay-roll, $85,873; 
railway-mail employés, $81,714: messengers, 
$1,982. Total receipts, $596,548; total ex- 
penses, $237,823. 

Eastern mails yesterday were from forty 
minutes to four bours late, Western from one 
to nine hours late. The Cedar Rapids and 
Burlington trains were reported abandoned, 
also roads in a large portion of the States of 
lowa, Nebraska, and Minnesota. 

One hundred sacks of so-called potato-farina 
were received yesterday and taken charge of 
by the Treasury officials. It was invoiced 
fromm Hamburg to the L. A. Davies Warehouse 
Company, but consigned to the Union National 
Bank. The latter insists that this invoice is

Some change in the present system is 
certainly needed, as the city loses from $15,000 
to $20,000 a year by the present loose way of 
domg business. Mr. Washburne is preparing 
an ordinance which will revolutionize the pres- 
ent methods of the Police Courts and cause 
them to be conducted in a business way. Par- 
ticular attention is paying to the matter of 
bonds, which are very defegtive and mostly 
worthless at present; and a plan is devising to 
make it very difficult for a dishonest clerk to 
pocket any of the fines imposed and falsify the 
records to cover up bis stealings. 

A warrant was sworn out yesterday by City- 
Attorney Washburne tor Richard Fitzgerald of 
No. 391 South Jefferson street, the charge be- 
ing perjury. He was a witness for Sarah 
Kreigher in her suit against the city for dam- 
ages, and swore that he saw adefect in the 
sidewalk three or four times a day before she 
fell on it. The constable who nas the warrant 
was unable to find Fitzgerald, and it is sup- 
posed he has left the city.
